RUSSIA IN IX >r, HOUSE 
Soviet Russia, for some time treated with 
tolerant indifference by capitalistic countries, 
is certainly "in bad” since Stalin’s assault on 
Finland. 
That 
murderous and perfidious 
move has not merely aroused indignation 
against Russia for humane reasons. It has 
renewed the free nations’ fear and hatred of 
BoFhev ism. As for dictator Stalin, he is now 
regarded not only with hate hut contempt. 
And there is a malicious joy in all the free 
countries at the way the Soviet power and 
its great m aster have been shown up. 
These attitudes are revealed strikingly in 
W ashington. The executive departm ent has 
Insisted on going slow , hut Congress is ram ­ 
pant. On February 7 an organized move to 
end diplomatic relations with Russia almost 
succeeded in the House. And there is strong 
sentiment in Congress for helping Finland in 
every legitim ate way. 
It is well to step warily in official relations 
between the two governments. But it is 
natural for Congress to reflect our public’s 
deep satisfaction in the humiliation of the 
red leaders at Moscow.

It is when the feet become "rigidly” flat that 
pain is caused by walking or being on the feet. It 
is m these cases that plaster casts are made of the' 
feet from which arch supports arc made which fit 
the feet properly 
There are, however, cases of flat foot in which 
surgery is necessary to give relief from pain and 
give the patient "serviceable” feet. 
There are cases where these rigid or static flat 
feet cause deformities of the legs, particularly a 
curve outwards just above the ankle with a turning 
outward of the toes, and a drawing upward of the 
outer muscles of the leg and the tug tendon at back 
of leg which is attached to the heel bone. 
Dr. A Pavlik, Stuttgart, describes three differ­ 
ent t\|H's of operation to correct these various de­ 
formities which have retched a stage where they 
cannot In* corrected by exercise, arch supports, or 
other physical measures. He shows that "it is nec­ 
essary to select that ty)>e of surgical method which 
on the one hand reconstructs the arch of the foot, 
and on the other hand, counteracts the curvature of 
the lower part of the leg, which is the cause of the 
collapse of the arch of the foot and the jutrtial dis­ 
location in the joints of the foot.” 
The thought then is that when properly fitted 
arch supports, exercises, and other methods fail to 
prevent rigid flat feet, orthopedic surgeons can. in

They couldn t figure o ut w hether 
the Bomber w as no longer the 
same bom ber w ho w recked the 
John H enry Lewises and the Max 
Schmclings and the Tony Galen- 
toes, or w hether 
the 
clowning, 
grimacing, bobbing and clutching 
Godoy w as m ore 
than a little 
better than they figured. 
This they did know, th a t a re­ 
turn m eeting in the o i* n a ir next 
! sum mer is as certain as death. 
A rturo can’t punch a lick, but he 
punched his w ay right o ut of the 
Garden into the open air. 
One for Godoy 
Not only the gallery thought 
the rock-ribbed, iron-jaw ed C hil­ 
ean was the victor. Tom m y Shor­ 
ten, one of the judges, gave Godoy • 
the fight w ith IO rounds to five for 
Louis. R eferee A rthur 
Donovan 
gave Louis IO and Godoy five, the 
same as the Associated Press score 
sheet, and the o th er judgo. George 
Lecron, gave Louis IO, Godoy four, 
and called one even. 
Sharper, m ore punishing blow* 
provided the m argin by which the 
Bomber retained his title He wa* 
up against a style that baffled him, 
and left him puzzled and frus­ 
trated as hr tried to find a spot 
for his fam ed dynam ite fists on a 
crouching, bobbing foe who came 
out for the first round squatting 
like a Russian dancer, dove for his 
opponent’s thighs, then crept up­ 
ward like ivy until he could bury 
his square chin in the hollow of 
Louis’ neck und w hale away.

In fact, Joe s w eek-end punches 
bounced off him like rain off a tin 
roof, and he was forever sw arm ­ 
ing. swarm ing. In several rounds, 
he carried Louis against the ropes 
and silently challenged him to a 
head-to-head slugging bec from 
which he seldom cam e off second 
best. 
Time a fter time, the G arden was 
a bedlam as the unorthodox Chil­ 
ean bulled the aloe-eyed cham pion 
about, often m aking him 
blink 
with looping lefts or rights which, 
had they the potency of a G alento 
punch, would have spelled disas­ 
ter. They could not ruffle Louis’ 
calm, however, and he left the 
ring unm arked. Godoy’s eyes and

second wind quickly, and in the 
closing rounds he appeared strong.

Abruptly he stood erect and be­ 
gan dancing about Louis in a huge 
circle, as the cham pion, a statue 
in bronze, pivoted like a m anni­ 
kin in m idring and w aited for his 
taunting foe to lead. 
Louis won, but it w as Godoy’s 
night to howl, which he did liter­ 
ally when 
he 
realized 
he 
had 
stayed 15 rounds w ith the dark 
destiny and had carried the fight 
to his opponent over the route. 
Attendance Drops 
It was Louis’ ninth title de­ 
fense and th e second tim e he was 
carried the lim it. Tom m y F a rr 
was the o th er survivor. 
The show’ drew- a gate of only 
888,523.89, another disappointm ent 
for the Bomber. His previous G ar­ 
den appearances each topped the 
$100,000 m ark.
